In March 1945, he went 
to Europe as Prospective Operations Officer, U. S. Naval Advance Base, Bremerhaven, Germany, 
but before this base could be set up, he was recalled to Norfolk as District (Cigseenstons Officer, 
FIFTH Naval District, and served in this capacity during the tremendous ship decommissioning 
programs at Norfolk following WWI. ‘ 

In 1946. he was appointed Lieutenant Commander in the Regular Navy and in October 1946 re- 
ported as Flag Secretary, Commander Cruiser Division SIX and Commander South Atlantic Force 
in USS PROVIDENCE (CL-82). When PROVIDENCE was decommissioned, the Cruiser Division 
flag shifted to USS WORCESTER (CL-144). This cruiser duty included four tours with U. S. Naval 
Forces, Mediterranean. 

From September 1959 to September 1951 he was Assistant Operations Officer, FIRST Naval 
District, in Boston, Mass. where he supervised the operations and scheduling of the Naval Re- 
serve Training Ships assigned to the FIRST Naval District. This was followed by duty as Executive 
Officer of the destroyer USS BRAINE (DD-630) for 18 months and then Commanding Officer of the 
destroyer USS PRESTON (DD-795), both ships based at Newport, R. I. 

As Commanding Officer, PRESTON, the then Commander Tenanty deployed from the U. S. East 
Coast to Korea where PRESTON was operating with a British aircraft carrier in the Yellow Sea 
when the Korean Armistice was signed in July 1958. For operations in the Korean War he was 
awarded the Bronze Star Medal with Combat V. The ship returned to Newport, R. I., via Hong 
Kong, Saigon, Singapore, Ceylon, Aden, the Suez Canal and five Mediterranean ports. 

From 1954 to 1956 he was Head of the Personnel Branch, Office of Naval Intelligence at the 
Pentagon, then attended the Naval War College at Newport, R. I. On graduation in June 1956, he 
was assigned as Assistant Plans Officer on the staff of Commander Antilles Defense Command and 
Commander Caribbean Sea Frontier in San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

On May 5, 1959 he became Executive Officer of the guided-missile heavy cruiser USS CAN- 
BERRA (CAG-2), flagship of Commander Cruiser Force, U. S. Atlantic Fleet. On this assign- 
ment, CANBERRA conducted an 8-month round the world cruise including a week visit each to 
Sydney and Melbourne, Australia, the first time that CANBERRA, named in memory of the Aus- 
tralian cruiser HMS CANBERRA, had visited that country. 

Captain Tenanty then spent twenty months as Assistant Joint Plans Officer (Navy) on the staff of 
Commander in Chief Atlantic at Norfolk, with additional duty on the staff of Commander in Chief,

Captain M. J. PRINCE, USN, was born in Seattle, Washington on December 11, 1918 and was 
reared in Los Angeles, California from 1923 to 1940. 

A graduate of the University of California at Los Angeles, Captain PRINCE entered the Navy 
in July 1940 through the V-7 Officer Training Program and received his commission as Ensign, 
USNR in December. Volunteering immediately for active duty, he reported to the USS HULBERT, a 
1200 ton destroyer converted to a seaplane tender. He was aboard the HULBERT in Pearl Harbor 
when the Japanese attacked on December 7, 1941, and his ship was credited with downing two enemy 
planes. After seeing further action in the Hawaiian area and the Aleutian he reported to the USS 
IOWA in January 1943 as a Gunnery Division Officer. In October 1943 he assumed command of 
LST-129 and participated in the Pacific amphibious invasions of Saipan, Tinian, and Pelelieu, re- 
ceiving the Commendation Ribbon with Combat '"V" for his performance of duty.

He attended 
the University of North Carolina and was commissioned on 23 March 1946. 


During Cdr. Cardillo's naval career he has served as Assistant Damage Control Officer 
in the USS RANGER (CV-4); Communications Officer and 1st Lt. in USS WALDRON (DD-699); 
CIC Officer in USS NEWPORT NEWS (CA-148); Operations Officer'in USS F. M. ROBINSON 
(EDE-220); Instructor at U. S. Naval Officers Cic School, Glenview; Assistant Training and 
Gunnery Officer, Commander Amphibious Group FOUR; Assistant for Surface ASW Opera- 
tions at CINCLANTFLT; and Executive “Officer and Navigator in USS SOLEY (DD-707). 


He holds the Good Conduct Medal, World War II Victory Medal, European Occupation 
Medal, the National Defense Service Medal, Letter of Commendation (COMCRULANT). 


Cdr and Mrs. Cardillo are presently residing in Paris, France where he is attached to 
the Staff of the U. S. Commander in Chief, Europe. 


HISTORY OF USS PLYMOUTH ROCK (LSD-29) 


PLYMOUTH ROCK was commissioned in Pas- 
cagoula, Mississippi and sailed in January 1955 
to Norfolk, Va. In March and April of 1955, the 
ship underwent Shakedown Training, 

LANTPHIBEX 1-55 and TRALEX 1-56 in late 
1955 and early 1956 she demonstrated her ability 
to steam into the assault area at high speed, bal- 
last expeditiously, and send her embarked landing 
craft to hit the beach immediately after the as- 
sault troops to supply them with critical heavy 
equipment. 

Departing in March 1956 for Mediterranean 
deployment, the ship engaged in several amphi- 
bious landings. Upon her return to the U. S. in 
October, the ship entered Norfolk Naval Ship- 
yard, Portsmouth, Va. for routine overhaul. In 
February 1957, she departed for Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba for refresher training and returning 
to U. S., she underwent Amphibious Refresher 
Training at Little Creek. In March 1957 PLY- 
MOUTH ROCK headed south again to the Vieques- 
Panama Canal Zone Area. 

The winter of 1957-58 was occupied with nu- 
merous trips to the Caribbean carrying Marine 
troops. 

In April 1958 the ship entered the Norfolk Na- 
val Shipyard, Portsmouth, Va., where a section 
of her flight deck was removed to permit trans- 
porting the 600 ton Mine Planter, YNP-3, to 
Ixmir, Turkey. The PLYMOUTH ROCK lift to 
the YNP-3 is reported to be the heaviest lift ever 
made by an LSD. 

From May to October of 1958 PLYMOUTH 
ROCK operatedas a unitof the SIXTH FLEET and 
participated in the famous landing of U. S. Ma- 
rines in Lebanon in July 1958. In October 1958 
the ship returned to the U. S. and joined the newly 
formed Amphibious Squadron TEN whose mission 
was to develop the concept of "vertical envelop- 
ment't by helicopter assault. As a unit of PHI- 
BRON TEN, PLYMOUTH ROCK took part in three 
important assault exercises in the Vieques and 
Onslow Beach areas in the first half of 1959. 

November and December 1959 found PLY- 


MOUTH ROCK tn Florida and Bermuda, making 


equipment. In February 1960 ane turned south on. 
Operation AMIGO, carrying eo helicopters 


and other equipment for the President's visit to 
South America. Returning home in March, PLY- 
MOUTH ROCK was assigned to Amphibious Squad- 
ron TWO and would be making another tour of 
duty with the SIXTH FLEET in the Mediterranean. 

Spring of 1961 found PLYMOUTH ROCK at 
Newport News Shipyard under going special alter- 
ations for installation ofexperimental sonar gear 
which the ship then tested in the Gulf of Mexico. 

In mid 1961 during Project Mercury and Pro- 
ject ASROC - programs designed to assist our 
country's rapid development in the fields of space 
exploration and anti-submarine warfare, PLY- 
MOUTH ROCK demonstrated her unique capability 
to carry out widely diverse missions. 

When the Fleet was mobilized and placed on a 
contingency footing for a possible Cuban invasion 
in late October, 1962 PLYMOUTH ROCK took 
aboard additional Marines and vehicles and be- 
came a unit of the 'ATTACK GROUP". PLY- 
MOUTH ROCK became a symbol. to the nation of 
the readiness of the Amphibious Force to serve 
our country when a full page pacture of the ship 
appeared in the 9 November issue of LIFE Ma- 
gazine with captain reading: 'With Marine assault 
gear jamming her decks, the landing ship PLY- 
MOUTH ROCK plies the Ocean, ready, awaiting 
orders." 

This standby operation lasted for six weeks 
and was used for intensive training in the May- 
port operating areas. The ship won the 'Amphi- 
bious Assault Award" and the Communication's 
"C" during this period and the ship's company 
attained a Bien level of battle readiness.
